The shock may be 
combated by using injections of 
fluids into a vein, or injections of 
whole blood or the fluid part o f 
blood into a vein. 
The hand is very sensitive, and it 
may be necessary in cases of hand 
burns to give a patient some q uiet­ 
ing or pain-relieving drug. Some­ 
times pain is so great that the pa­ 
tient is given an anesthetic to put 
him to sleep before the burn is 
treated. 
Keeping Do wn Infectio n 
Treatment of the burn is aimed 
at keeping down infection which, if 
it occurs, delay s healing and results 
in more damage to tendons and 
joints than the burn itself. 
To this end, the burned area Is 
first carefully cleaned with soap and 


Fingers Bent 
In putting o n this dressing, the 
h nd should be in a position with 
the fingers gently bent and the 
thumb turned slightly inward. It 
may be advisable to keep the arm 
raised to prevent swelling of the 
tissues. 
After sev en to ten day s, this 
bandage is removed, any dead tis­ 
sue is cut away and, if necessary , 
a skin graft is done. It is believed 
that with this ty pe of treatment, 
the formation of excessive amounts 
of scar tissue can be prevented and 
what is known as contracture or 
contracting of the tissues, which re­ 
sults in a permanently deformed 
and stiffened hand, avoided.
